The confederate veterans will assemble at 
the court house at 9 o’clock a. m.,and will 
march from that point te the Hil! monament 
on Peachtree street. 

: THE PROCESSION 

will be formed on Whitehall at 10:30 o'clock, 
the right resting on Peters street—fronting 
Trinity church. At 11 o'clock sharp the 
column will move down Whitehall to Ala- 
bama, up Alabama to Broad, out Broad to 
Marietta, down Marietta and Decatar to 
Pryor, out to Peachtree, out Peachtree to the 
intersection of Forest avenue, where the in- 
fantry will halt, end the cavalry will proceed 
out Peachtreo to Mra. Walter Gordon’s resi- 
dence, from which place General Gordon will 
be escoriel by the cavalry back to the in- 
faniry. Thenth> column will move down 
Peachtree.

She bad been to his prisso, sad 
found thst he was kind and considerate of the 
visitor and the prisonor alike, Mrs, Campbell 
enid she bad often gathered little teatimoaials 
from friends of prisoners, and taken to them 
Oa the blessed Easter Sunday.

t ment,” avd it touched the hearts of the poor 
creatures to whom such kindness had bean 
shown, and awakened there a ‘‘ sentiment” 
which pointed toward a better life.

EVENING SESSION, 

Theevening session was more largely attend- 
ed than either the morning or the afternoon 
meeting. Quite a numberof the members of 
the legislature were present.

of Baltimore, on ‘Prison Paysiciana, Their 
Duties and Infiuence.”” It has been well said 
that the physician is the natural friend of the 
poor. Noman outside of the family comes 60 
clese to it or learns all its characteristi:s and 
conditions so well as the physician. 
The physician is cepecially fitted to 
deal with the prisoner. “There is @ great deal 
of buwanity tobe found in the convict,” ssid a 
member of the board of directors of the Mary- 
land penitentiary the otherday. Noman can 
reach and help thisremuantof humanity so 
well as the physician. The prisoner will 
unborom himself to the physician more readily 
than he willto the chaplain. In meeting the 
problem of hereditary tendencies toward 
crime the physician has advantages over all 
other persons who comein contact with the 
criminal. Physicians do not become hard 
hearted by reason of their familiarity with 
sufiering. The hi:her the attainments and 
the larger the experience of the true physi- 
cian the Jarger become their sympathies, Dr. 
John Brown says, speaking of physicians: 
“Do not think them heartless. They are 
neither better nor worse than you and I.” 

Tbat criminals in general are mentally un- 
sound is a dangerous doctrine, but it has been 
upheld with vigor and ingenuity, especially 
by the French, The dividing line betwoon 
hysteria and crime is delicate and often hard 
to discern. 

There are in every community physicians 
with euflicient training to fit them for useful 
services in prisons. The good physician should 
bave a full and exact knowledgo of the laws 


of sanitary science. In one Maryland prison 


there is but one bath tub for three hundred 
and fifty prisoners, Sometimes three or four 
prisoners are indiscriminately thrown into 
thistub. There is noseparate tub for discased 
prisoners. The reason of this is that the phy- 
sician at this prison isa genial man, bat one 
entirely ignorant of sanitary science. He was 
appointed for political reasons and 3% the dic: 
tation ofa boss. He has sufféred some pris- 
oners to be tried under the ériminal codé who 
were clearly insane. — 

The prisoner shouid be taught that bodily 
cleanlinessis of the first importance to his 
health and bodily welfare. He should be 
taught the usefulness of friction with a dry 
to¥el which he has always at hand and he 

‘should be made to — the value of plenty 
of fresh, pure air. warden may intuce ex- 
ternal cleanJiness in the prisoner, but there is 
an internal cleanness which must bs broaght 
about by the physician. The direct effects of 
bodily disorders should ba fully explained to 
the prisoner by the wise and prudent physi- 
cian. Heshbould be taught that what is un- 
natural is harmfal, andthe physician may 
ceive him constant and substantial holp toward 
his restoration to the condition of trae man- 
hocd. Such aphysician knows his influence, 
feels his power, does his duty and looks toa 
higher power for his reward. [Applause]. 

DOCTOR BYERS, OF OHIO, 

was next calied on. He said his experience in 
prizon life had demonstrated to him the infla- 
ence of the physician on the habits and life of 
the prisoner. Sometimes the physician is 
called on to detect sinmulated sickness. Some- 
times prisoners feign epilepsy and carry out 
the iniitation almost perfectly. Pleas fur re- 
lesse are often made on simulated attacks of 
sich dicorders. An instance of asbrewd scheme 
of this kind was related. The physician ofa 
prion wes imposed on by a man who had sim- 
ulated weningilis, and certified to the gdver- 
nor that the prisoner had cerebro apinal mea- 
ingitics. The governor, on reading the cortifi- 
cate, pardoned the man, who marvellously 
recovered a few hcurs later. 

Tne physician has a difticult and delicate 
duty in determining what work prisoners ara 
physicslly capacitated to do. There is no 
more impertant or responsible office in a 
prison than that of the physician. He should 
be a man of kind heart, of clear judgmentand 
of truecattainments. True prison manage- 
ment is impossible without well skilled and 
right minded physicians, -|Applause.} 

Dr. McGee, physician of the North Caro: 
lipa penitentiary, said he often found prison- 
ere trying te deceive the warden by pretend- 
ing to be sick. Often he stood between the 
prisonerand #n urjast demand that they 
should labor when they were not able to do 
so. A physician whois in constant associa- 
tion with prisoners exerts a moral influenes 
over them which is second only to that of the 
chaplain, even if it be second to that. 

Latt year there appeared to be an epidemic 
of insanity in the North Carolina penitentiary.. 
Several prisoners were adjudged insane about 
the same time and were sent to the asylum. 
In a short time they were restored and made 
their escape. He thougat these men were 
only temporarily insane. 

Dr. Powell, superintendent of the Georgia 
insane esylum, seid he wished to express his 
appreciation fof the valuable paper read by Dr. 
Morr's. He was especially strack with what 
the doctor had said on the subject of hereaity, 
It th» re is anythipg neglected more than ail 
o' he: subjects it is heredity and eaviroument, 
Proper environment may check and even 
ereCcicsts the effects of heredity. 

fr. W.M. F. Round was introSuced by 
General Biinkerhoff asa man who had beén 
a close student of county jails, and had made 
ecme valuable observations on their manage- 
ment. Mr. Round said that nearly all county 
jailexre bad. He made no exception as to 
the medical attention of such jails. Oace he 
found a man ina county jail dying of typhoid 
fever in a bed where a man had recently died 
before, The bed had not been changed, and 
while the man lay there dying the sheriff 
was absent and the physician had been drunk 
a week. That wasin New York. It would 
be impoesible for such an outrage to. octur in 
New York now, but thercare statesin which 
it might occur. It isthe duty of the neopgie 
of each community to see that their county 
jails are improved. ([Applause. | 

Dr. Morris closed the discussion in a brief 
spee-h. He said that the men who maim 
themselves to keep from wrok in prison are 
generally of unsound mind, and such cades 
prpeans a difficult problem for physicians. 

*risoners Often impose not only on prison an- 

thorities, but on physiciang as are placed in 
charge ofthem. The best medical skill is de- 
manded for this service. Dr. Powell had prop- 
erly remarked that environment was of grea‘ 
‘portance. Its importance cannot be exag- 
, erated, 

Mr. Gordon Hatch, warden of Jackson, 
Michigan, prieon, exid he had seven handred 
and eighty prisoners. It cost nine cents a day 
to feed them. He placed great store by milk. 
lt isoneof the cheapestand best articles for 
prisen dict. Mush and milk was one of his 
staples in feeding prisoners. It was important 
to prepare food in an attractive and palata'le 
be As much variety as possible should bs 
had. Bometimes when fish were cheap tho 
prisoners got a fich dinter. 

Mr. Moylan, of Canada, said he was ia per- 
feet accord with the chairman in the theory 
that prieoners should bave plenty of wholesome 
food, wellsexved, In Canada the wardens were 
required to obtain the best food the market 
could afford. Supplies were obtained by con-

which were in favor of plenty of good food for 
priconers. Boston baked beans are an ex- 
Fish they enjoy 
very much, Much saving is possible by a 
close watch over the feeding. Usually a 
prisoner goes out from the Boston prison in 
a better condition than he was when he weat 


in. 

Mr. Brush asked Mr, Cassidy, of Philadel- 
phia, what he thought of allowing friends of 
prisoners to bring them delicacies, as well a3 
what he thought of the subject generally. 

He said that at the Philadelphia prison the 
preference of the prisoner was often consulted 
as to fator lean meat, etc, All supplies are 
bought in open market. Eleven huadred 
pounds are used every day; beef ia servei to 
the eleven hundred and fifteen prisoners. 
Beef and mutton are alrersated. Pienty of 
good vegetables can be had= at almost any 
time, and vegetables are excellent things for 
prisoners. Frequent change iu diet is found 
desirable. Soups should. have plenty of veg- 
etables. Thirty or forty baskets of tomatoes 
make a pretty good pot of soup. Meals 
are served in the colis, Each 
prisoner bas a set of tin dishes 
which he isrequired to keep clean. Under 
nocondition is food from the outside the 
prison allowed to come to the prisoner. [Ap- 
plause.} It is economy to give prisoners 
plenty of-food. Last month it cost 9} cents a 
day per capita to feed prisoners in this prison, 
The entire cost of keeping prisoners exclusive 
of salaries of officers was 18} cents per cap: 
ita. Prisoners are allowed to havé musical 
instruments of all kinds except those that are 
too loud or two shrill. 

Mr. Felton, of Chicago, said that often 
prisoners were much better fed than the aver- 
age working man of the community, Plain 
and wholesome food shou!d be sarved in suffi- 
cient quantity, but there should be no such 
variety as will place the prisoner in better 
condition as to food than the working people 
of the surrounding country.

Major McClaughry thought such delicacies as 
orangesand apples should be aliowed when 
brought by relatives and caten during the 
time of the interview. 

Jt 
would open the door to abuses, which wonld 
stop no one knows where. his sort of thing 
was all very well, but ii was not prison man- 
agement. 

Major McClaughry said it might be senti 
ment, but if we can place over the hand of 
power the guise of kindness, you wiil como 
nearer to tho prisoner and gain a better con 
trol of him than you can by making your 
contol bard and repulsive. 

Profeczor Wayland said that all eprisons 
shonld be managed with absolutely impar- 
tial discipline. No prizoner, because of nu- 
merous and influential friends outuide, should 
receive treatment in any way different from 
that given to any other prisoner, +* 

Mr. Brush said that the surest way to re- 
form prisoners was to keep alivé in their 
bosoms the home feeling. Tho sarest way to 
keep alive this home feeling is to allow fre- 
quent visite from his relatives, and to let them 
bring simple testimonials of their regard for 
him, Nothing costly should be allowed to be 
brought so that such things as are allowed 
may be within the reach of al] classes. 

Captain Wright, of Pennsylvania, azroed 
that the home feeling should be kept alive by 
visits of friends. He relied on this influence 
very much, and had witneesed its good effects. 

Mr. Weeden, of Rhode Island, said Sit was a 
good plan to allow prisoners to talk while eat- 
ing. It aids digestion, cheers thespirits of the 
prisoners, and is regarded asa great privilege 
by the prisoners. 

Dr. Byers, of Ohio, said it was a dangerous 
thing to allow the bringing of delicacies to 
prisoners. It hurts prisonera who are not so 
fortunate. Whatever good this system may 
afford there is more evil than good in it. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said he could 
not agree with Mr. Cassidy, who had spoken 
lightly of this privilege asa matter of sonti- 
ment. This association is founded on senti- 
ment. A warden ofa prison who cannot keep 
these just and useful privileges within their 
proper sphere is uot fit for his business, [Ap- 
plause}. 

Mr. Caseidy eaid his friend from the west 
had gone off into the region of gush. [Laagh- 
ter]. A prison warden must be monarch of 
the prison if he succeeds at his business. There 
must be no interference with his authority. 
He must be allowed to manage the prisoner in 
his own way. 

MR. ALFRED H. LOVE, 
vice-president of the Pennsyivania Prison 
eociety and president of the Universal Peace 
union, made an address, giving some of the 
results of his long experience as a visitor to 
jails and a study of their scenes ani develop- 
ments, He said the simply primitive concep- 
tion of the law was fast losing its hold on the 
mind of the world, The idea of reforming the 
prisoner is gaining all thetime, The abolition 
time sentences is a reform which has done 
much good. This gives the prisoner a chance 
to reduce the term of his sentence by 
pooe behavior. Premiums, as well as pun- 

shmente, should have thoir place in the prison 
system. Weeshould give prisoners an oppor- 
tunity to emancipate themselves not only 
from confirement, but from the results of 
their own misdoing. Prison doors should be 
clesed on the bad; they should be opened on 
the good. This point was enforced by some 
pages from the experience of the speaker. 
He took ttrong grounds in favor of one-story 
pricone. We want no tiers of cells. [Ap- 
p'auge.|] Of prisoners committed for the firat 
offenee about 50 per cent, do not come back.
